Special Officer John Mitchell at the 
government dam just east of the city 
this afternoon arrested a strange ne- 
gro and brought htm before the local 
Exemption Board for an investigation. 
The negro proved to be a deserter 
from a Virginia enmp nnd confessed 
to the board. 

The negro landed at the dam Inst 
night having come In on a freight 
train. Officer Mitchell thought some- 
thing strange as the negro wore an 
army shirt. He was taken In custody 
and questioned about his registration 
card He could show neither a regis- 
tration card or a discharge from the 
army and this afternoon he was 
brought before the Exemption Board. 

When questioned by members of the 
board, the negro who gave his name 
as Alonzo Gerner and his home as 
Virginia, made a clean confession that 
he was a deserter from the i'nited 
States Army. He said he left the 
ramp during the latter part of August 
without leave from his officers and 
that he had intended to make a get 
away from the army. 

He was locked in the county Jail 
where he will be kept until tomorrow 
morning and Officer Mitchell will de- 
liver him to the Federal authorities at 
Fort Thomas.

Two thousand and ninety-four be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 45 inclusive 
listed themselves for military service 
In the special army registration held 
In Mason county Thursday. Of this 
number 626 were registered In the 
city of Maysvllle. 

Dieterich precinct which takes in 
the government dam. was the banner 
precinct of the county listing a total 
of 142 men while Plumville listed the 
smallest number — 62. 

Registration day passed off very 
quietly in Maysvllle and Mason coun- 
ty. The registrars were on the Job 
early with all of their equipment and 
before 7 o'clock they had registered 
some few men who were anxious to 
get their green card and get to work 
early in the morning. 

During the day the fact that the 
election polls were open and that 
men were anxious to see who regis- 
tered, drew the usual number of men, 
about the registration booths and 
none of the registrars lacked for com- 
pany. It was one of the biggest reg- 
istrations ever held In Mason county 
and as one fellow said as he signed 
his name to his card, 'Everybody is 
voting for the I'nited States today." 

There was a general display of tho 
American flag all over the city but 
there was no music and not as much 
excitement as attended the first mili- 
tary registration when men between 
the ages of 21 and 31 registered for 
service. 

At the request of the members of 
the Mason County Board, the precinct 
registrars have been coming to ooar.; 
headquarters in the government 
building all day with their official re- 
ports and their cards which will be 
indexed and placed In the files of the 
board for future reference. Every 
registrar reported his experiences 
while he was waiting for the board 
members to check up his cards and 
compare them with his final report 
and some of them had very Interest- 
ing experiences during the day. In 
most every precinct registrars report- 
ed that many men had registered who 
they had thought far beyond the draft 
ages but in no case was any known 
slacker reported to the board for In- 
vestigation. It is more than likely, 
however, that during the next few 
days some may be reported who have 
failed to list themselves for various 
reasons and the officlnls will at once 
be asked to assist In running to the 
ground the truth of these expected re- 
ports.

AMERICANS KEEP 
DP ADVANCE IN 
ST. MIHIEL SECTOR 

Sixty Onns and Many Prisoners Taken 
In Drive Over Eight Miles 
Into Hnn Lines. 

London, September 13 — (1:18 p. m.) 
— The advance of the Americans Into 
the St Mlhiel salient from the south 
hns now readied a depth, of eight 
miles, according to despatches from 
the front this afternoon. 

The Americans have captured 60 
guns. 

The enemy is blowing up am- 
munition dumps at Hattonvllle — in 
the middle of the pocket. 

Latest reports of territory taken 
by the Americans indicate the neck 
of the snlient has been narrowed to 
less than six miles. If two German 
divisions still remain in the pocket 
their escape is decidedly Improbable. 

Despatches from the front report 
prisoners taken by the Americans now 
total 9500. 

The Americans are making pro- 
gress so rapidly the situation is 
changing momentarily. 

They are reported to hnve captured 
Vlgneulles— in the center of the sal- 
ient, seven miles northwest of St. 
Bauasant. where the offensive hit the 
(iermnn line— and Beney— four and • 
half mlleB north and slightly east ot 
St. BauBsant. 

The town of Hondieourt is also re- 
ported to have fallen 

The attack on tho western side of 
the pocket has run into more dilllciilt 
country nnd more serious resistance, 
but the Americans have advanced 
there to a depth of three miles. 

Herman ammunition dumps also arc 
being blown up at Dampvltoux. slight- 
ly north of the actual battle zone. 

With the Americans on the Metz 
Front. September 13— The American 
advance is continuing today on hoi* 
sides of the St. Mihlel snlienL_between 
tho Meuse and the Moselle rivers. 

Additional prisoners constantly are 
being reported. 

Rain Is falling at Intervals. 
The Germans are having great diffi- 
culty In removing artillery from the 
salient, because of the bad roads. 

All the American first objeettvel 
were reached on schedule time. 

Among prisoners captured by the 
Americans was the German Count 
Schesyng. The American doughbo. 1 
found him with Ills orderlies. (Heir 
baggage unpacked, waiting' to be cap- 
tured. 

Among the prisoners taken by tho 
French were 60 Austrlans.

Several days ago the Maysvllle 
Chamber of Commerce received a 
communication from Myron C. Fagan, 
of Chicago, in which he said that he 
had been informed that Maysvllle had 
several distillery plants that had been 
discarded and that he had a concern 
that wanted to local* at some place 
In the South and in their business 
could very nicely use a plant which 
had been discarded by a distillery. 

The Chicago man snid that the firm 
he was corresponding about was now 
located in Philadelphia and that their 
business had outgrown their plant and 
they wanted to branch out and either 
establish one large factory In the 
South or two smaller plans. He said 
that the firm of which lie wrote had 
been doing a splendid business an* 
that their hanker would give them 
n first-class reputation and testify as 
to their business. 

Secretary Dodds. of the Chamber of 
Commerce at once took the matter up 
with Mr. J. C. Rogers, of the Lime- 
stone distillery nnd Mr. Thomas F. 
Pogue, of Cincinnati, representing tho 
Pogue distillery. Mr. Rogers was of 
the opinion that his plant being off 
the railroad could not be considered 
but Mr. Pogue took the matter up at 
once and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that Maysvllle will secure a new 
plant. 

Mr. Pogue's letter just received by 
Secretary Dodds says: 
Dear Sir: 

Your appreciated courtesy of Au- 
gust 21st was delayed In being an- 
swered owing to my absence from the 
city. Have taken up the matter direct 
and triiBt I may be able to interest Mr. 
Fagan. 

With due appreciation or your In- 
terest In bringing business concernB 
to Maysvllle, I remain.

The local organization is expecting 
to hear from Mr. Fagan In Chicago 
within the next fe>v days. They will 
Invite his concern to send representa- 
tives to Maysvllle to inspect the local 
distillery and It is more than likely 
that Maysvllle will get the new plant 
In a short time.

MEXICAN LABOR TO HARVEST 
RICE 



Mexican labor, which may now as a 
war emergency measure enter the 
United States, through the action of 
the Secretary of Labor, will have an 
important tusk in the harvest of the 
rice crop in the Southern Stales — a 
crop that Is said to be the largest 
ever known. 

According to information received 
from many sections in the South, the 
labor situation so far as the rice crop 
is concerned, makes the advent of the 
Mexicans most welcome. In some 
places so many men have been called 
to the colors, or have enlisted volun- 
tarily, that without Mexican labor it 
is feared much of the crop might be 
lost. 

The Labor Department has per- 
mitted the coining of Mexicans to 
portB along the Gulf and to Atlantic 
ports as far north as Charleston. 
They are men who are familiar with 
farming conditions in semitropicnl 
districts and will be the most satis- 
factory labor supply that could be 
found for the South, In the opinion of 
men from that section of the country. 

Next season it Is expected that the 
Mexicans will be given a larger share 
in the agriculture of the country, for 
they will be available for all next sea- 
son's farm crops in the South. I'orio 
Rleans will also be brought to this 
country, as will natives of the Baha- 
mas, but these islanders will bo used 
principally in shipyards or on sugar 
plantations.

FARMERS GO 
INTO DEFERRED 
CLASSIFICATION 

Special ( are Is l.i Be Taken to Defer 
Agricultural Workers. 

Washington, D. 0., September 13— 
tinder the rules of the War Depart- 
ment for executing the new draft law, 
special provision Is made for inform- 
ing the district boards In regard to 
farm-labor requirements in order that 
necessary food production mn be 
maintained, says a statement issued 
by the Department of Agriculture. 
The statement continues: 

In the new draft the district boards 
are charged with the duty of putting 
Into deferred classes those persons 
who are more likely to further the 
war by remaining in civilian occupa- 
tions than by entering the Army. Ac- 
cordingly, three advisers are to be se- 
lected for each district board— one for 
agriculture, one for labor, and one 
for other occupations. The agricul- 
tural ndvlser will be appointed by the 
board upon the recommendation of 
the Secretary of Agriculture. The ad- 
slsers are not members of the board 
but may, when Invited, attend Its 
meetings. 

How Agricultural Adviser Will Aid 

The lutles of the agricultural ad- 
viser will be to furnish to the board 
facts relative to farm-labor require- 
ments, not only of his own district, 
but of the whole country. He should 
be the repository of nil facts having 
relation to the deferment of agricul- 
tural workers, whether these be ne- 
cessary farm laborers, managers or 
operators. He will be expected to 
advise the district boards as to a 
shortage or surplus of neeessnry farm 
workers for any given district, as well 
as for the entire Nation. Such In- 
formation will be supplied to the ad- 
vlsers by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. This will make It possible to 
have necessary workers transferred 
from districts In which they may not 
be necessary to other districts Iri 
which they are sorely needed. 

The adviser may also concern him- 
self with individual cases that come 
before the district board He will 
have the right, under certain condi- 
tions, to examine the questionnaires 
and oilier records In the files of the 
local board for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether jersons entitled to 
deferred classification have actually 
claimed it. In case he finds (lie naiv.es 
of so. h registrants he may file for 
Ihem a claim for deferred classifica- 
tion with the district board, which. In 
turn, maq require the local board t 
certify the questionnaire and record 
of any such registrants for considera- 
tion. Reasonable time Will be gi\en 
for the purpose of obtaining Informa- 
tion and supplying the affidavits re- 
quired. If a local board determines to 
consider a case for deferred clnnlv- 
eatlon because a registrant is engaged 
in a necessary occupation, notwith- 
standing no claim tor deferred classi- 
fication on that ground has been 
made, it shall endorse the recommen- 
dation on the questionnaire of the 
registrant and forward It to the dis- 
trict board having Jurisdiction. The 
district board will thereupon consider 
the case and proceed to classify the 
registrant, notwithstanding the fact 
that no claim for deferred classifica- 
tion by or In respect of the registrant 
has been made. 

Claim-, in llchalf of Necessary 
Employees 
A further duty with which the ad- 
viser Is charged Is to confer with em- 
ployers of necessary farm workers, 
and to instruct them as to their 
right under the regulatiyons to fllo a 
claim for deferred classification In re- 
spect of any registrant who has failed 
or refused to file a claim for deferred 
classification in his own behalf. Tills, 
in the opinion of the War Depart- 
ment, is a very important matter. The 
apparent injustice of placing many 
registrants in Class 1 Is often due to 
the fact that employers have failed to 
make claims for deferred classifica- 
tion on behalf of necessary workers. 
It Is to avoid a repetition of this trou- 
ble that farmers should see that all of 
their necessary employees, whether 
sons or other laborers, of the draft 
age have made for them Just claims 
for deferred classification. 

One important explanation is made 
In the now ScThetlvo Service Regula- 
tions In conuoctlon with the expres- 
sion "skilled farm laborer." The 
questionnaire provides deferred class- 
ification for the "necessary skilled 
farm laborer in necessary agriculture 
enterprise". The new regulations 
provide that In Class II shall bo 
placed any registrant found to be en- 
gaged in a "necessary" agricultural 
enterprise, and found to be neces- 
sary to such enterprlce In the capac- 
ity of a farm laborer— "especially fit- 
ted for llto work in which ho Is en- 
gaged " This quoted phrase consti- 
tutes an explunntlon of what is meant 
by "sklllod" ns applied to farm la- 
borer. The expression will muke eas- 
ier the determination of the status of 
many resist rants.

can do most to help win the war. 
Theae advisers Will be, able to help 
greatly the district boards to keep In 

agriculture the necessary workers. 
These workers, whatever may he their 
Inclination to enter military service, 
should stand ready to servo In any ca- 
pacity In which thoy can contribute 
most toward n speedy ending of the 
war. In order that this may he done 
a frank statement should, in each 
raao. be made to the hoards. It i be- 
lieved that It wUI frequently require 
as much courage on the part of many 
men to remain In their civilian occu- 
pations as to waive deferment. 

Tills effort to keep men In Indus- 
try, rather than to send them to the 
camps and the trenches, should not be 
abused so as to permit the slacker 
to escape military duty. The necessi- 
ties for raising nn army are para- 
mount. ETvery man that can be spared 
will be needed and needed badly to 
bring the enemy to his senses. The 
adviser should be assisted In every 
possible way by every legitimate agrl- 
tultural Interest to find the men that 
can he spared for military duty, but 
also to keep those that are essentbl 
to the maintenance of a proper food 
supply.

Production in Southern Factory 
and Keep Men on Job. 

I'ncle Sam now has nn evangelist 
duly enrolled In the great army of 
war workers. Moreover, the evange- 
list has been employed not to perform 
office duties or military service, but 
to stick to his old Job of prenchlng 
and exhorting. His name Is Luther 
n. Bridges, and his success may open 
a new field of endeavor for many a 
mute, unknown Billy Sunday. 

Mr. Bridges Is conducting n cam- 
paign in the South against the pow- 
ers of evil in the form of labor turn- 
overs. He is holding industrial re- 
vivals that cause many a discontented 
or restless worker to repent of the sin 
of wanting to quit his job. Every day 
he preaches the sort of patriotism 
that expresses Itself In the greatest 
efficiency, the patriotism that keeps 
In mind always the fact thai the man 
In the shop Is making it possible for 
the man In the Army to march tp vic- 
tory. 

The Government found Mr. Bridges 
through the Tallahassee Power Co.. 
at Badln. N. ('.. which is a subsidiary 
of the Aluminum Co. of America, and 
Is engaged in producing wnr mater- 
ials. The company had been severely 
handicapped by a labor turnover that 
amounted to nearly «00 per cent a 
year. In its aluminum section, where 
380 men are employed in Hire eight 
hour shifts, it had become virtually 
impossible to maintain the shirts over 
the week-ends. Ti>e cessation or 
slackening of the work not only re: 
duced production but caused deterior- 
ation in the quality of the metal. 

J. E. S. Thorpe, manager of the 
plant, heard that Mr. Bridges had 
been extraordinarily successful in the 
third Liberty loan campaign and the 
second Red Cross drive. He suggest- 
ed that the evangelist should try his 
luck in arousing the patriotism of 
the workers. Mr. Bridges started 
meetings In the local theater. He 
went to the plant and as the shifts 
changed delivered little sermons, 
brief and convincing, to the men. He 
talked practical patriotism, he appeal- 
ed to employees, he made them under- 
stand that their part In making muni- 
tions was as important as the task 
of the soldiers who used the wnr ma- 
terial.
